MUCH LIVE STOCK 



Says RdMrt F. Spenice, Agricnl- 
tuiqal Accnt For Southern 

M«#M>ii aii4 llffltpaatii 



Robert F. Spence, of the Berea 
College, Agricultui:^ Pepartraent 
who does a fine Work as agricul- 
tural agents for southern Madi- 
son and Rockcastle counties, has 
made a report on his work for the 
past year. In it he says : 

'J'liis has been a great year in 
many respects. On the whole yon 
lave produced a good crop. The 
frnit and potato crops were a Ijt- 
tle light, but made up in a good 
corn crop. 1^ realise - the wet 
weather damaged the'corn, wheat 
and oats considerably. Yet with 
all the bad luck that we have had, 
we now have niiicli to be thankful 
for, — no war, no influenza, very 
little hog cholera and blackleg. 
I have just made a report on the 
hog cholera and bla:idcg. It is 
as follows: 

Cattle treated for blackleg 979; 
digestive and other trouble, 178; 
and 115 head for lice. Hogs treat- 
ed fSr.^Tiolera, 672 single treat- 
ment; -480 double treatment; 75 
digestive troubles; 150 for worms 
248 for lice ; 171 for mange. There 
has been only two severe <jut- 
breaks of cholera this year in 
•{ockcastic and southern Madi- 
son, which resulted in a loss o 
$5,000. The loss of cattle from 
blackleg amounted to about $3.- 
000. The value of hogs saved by 
vaccination, etc.. was better tli.in 
$16,000. C attle save from bl.ickteg 
)etter than $75,000. This is (juite 
a saving, and we are very thank- 
ful, indeed, to science for discov- 
ering a method whereby we can 
can save our hog.s, from cholera 
and cattle from blackleg.

Suffragists of Kentucky are 
planning to get ratification of the 
Federal Suffi'age Amendment and 
to hold a JubUiee Convention the 
week of January. Though the 
Federal Suffrage Amendment 
only got through Congress by the 
vote of the United States Senate 
n June of this year, already 23 (if 
the necessary 36 states have rati- 
fied — 16 of these at called sessi(jns 
of their legislatures. Several oth- 
er called sessions are already 
promised, so that Kentucky will 
probably not even get In as the 
24th state. It is confidently be- 
lieved, however, that she will get 
on the honor roll and that she will 
do it in record time. J'^ec(jrd time 
to date is forty minutes It 
took the legisl.'iturc of Michigan 
just forty minutes to put through 
ratification at a session called for 
the purpose. 

'The State Convention will pro- 
bably be the last ever held by the 
Kentucky Equal Rights Associa- 
tion, which has been in existence 
for some thirty years. The plan 
is that the delegates will meet in 
Krankfort on Tuesday, January 6, 
and attend the opening of the leg- 
islature. Tuesday evening. Gov. 
j\Iorrow will open the convention 
in Lexington with an address on 
"Woman Suffrage and the Re- 
publican Party." I'ollowing Gov. 
Morrow, Judge Clem .S. Nunn, of 
Marion, and .Maj. Chas. .M. Ilar- 
riss, of Versailles, .Senatorial 
democratic leaders, will speak on 
"Woman Suffrage and the Demo- 
er.itic party." Mrs. Charles L. 
Tiffany, of New York, prominent 
suffrage leader of the Empire 
State, and danghtcr-in-law of Mr. 
Louis C. Tiffmy. of the Tiffany 
Studios, will s] eak on the "Wo- 
men's Overse.■l^ I lospit.ils," main- 
tained at tbe front during the 
great war by the suffragists of 
this country.

Simil.ir names are being posle<l 
in ])ostoflices thrtnighout all the 
counties comprising the Jsentuc- 
ky Internal Revenue District, and 
each gives the names of all per- 
sons in the city ,town or village, 
who ^'whacked'' up with Uncle 
Samuel their earnings for 1918. 

The list posted in the i)ostofficc 
is arrangeil in alphabetical order, 
so that any name on the list may 
be found readily. The lists, jxjst- 
cd in compliance with the income 
tax law, are designed to "smoke 
out" persons who should have 
filed income tax returns for 1918, 
and failed to' do so.

Louisville, Dec. 30— The Post 
today quotes , William Ryan, of 
this city, as saying he sajv Doctor 
Schott charged with the murder 
of his office assistant, Elizabeth 
Griffith, leaving Schott's office 
where the girl was found dead, 
not later than 2:40 o'clock on the 
day of the killing. Schott declar- 
ed he was delivering Christmas 
gifts at that hour. 

Mr. Ryan's statement to the po- 
lice came after he had given "ma- 
ture reflection" to his "duties iii 
the matter,'' he said. He said he 
was able to fix the exact time he 
had seen Dr. Schott leave his of- 
fice because he had sent a tele- 
gram a few -minutes before h6 
saw the physician. 

Dr. Schott has contended that 
he was not near his office between 
the haul's of J and 3 o'clock, and 
that it was nQt until 3:10 o'cldcjk 
that he returned to his offi^ie, still 
accompanied by the Cardtifr girl; 
and found Elizabeth Griffith therp 
dead. 

Dr. Schott was remanded to jail 
until Wednesday to await the 
calling of his preliminary hearing 
in police court. When motion for 
bail was heard in court Judge 
Hurgevin fixed the amount of 
bond at $IS,(X». 

Dr. Schott declared, however, 
that !•.. would not call upon his 
friends to put up this bond for 
such a short time, and declared he 
would prefer to return to jail for 
t^vo days. 

Dr. Schott owns nine pieces of 
real e.itate in Louisville, among 
which is. the house in which .iHfr. 
and Mrs. William Gardner, par- 
ents of Laurene Gardner, live. 

A test of the pistol was made 
today. Detectives at first denied 
that the gun had been fired since 
the shooting but later, admitted 
this to be trur;. It was learned 
that the test showed that when 
the |)i.<;tol was fired at distances 
12 to inches away from white 
cheese cloth it left 6nly o slight 
discoloration, hardljy to be classed 
as a "powder burn." This fact, it 
was said, strengthened Shott's 
claim th.it if the girl, ending her 
own life, had pressed the nnizzle 
of the pistol close against her 
body, there would have been no 
powder burn. 

Dr. Schott is a native of Bavar- 
ia, Germany. He came to this 
country when IS years old. He 
still sends large sum^ of motley to 
his mother in Germany, it deViel- 
oped today. Dr. Schott Said he 
ha<l sent $.1800 to her within .the 
last few months. 

.Scores of witnesses for Dr. 
Schott were in court among them 
man)' Irieuds and i)atients. He 
smiled and s])oke to several of 
them.

The above survey covers all 

stock of eggs in the United States 
rligh prices which have prevailed 
undoubtedly have curtailed con- 
sumption qf butter and eggs. 

Decline in pri<:es of fresh eggs 
has bees caused prii|iarily by 
.ijght demand iin^ ipcfcased re- 
ceipts, which are moving in the 
southern states, also by lateness 
if the season on selling storage 
ggs and the approach of the pro- 
ducing season on fresh eggs. 

Decline on butter is due to light 
consumption, caused hy the tijgh 
prices, and to the fact that there 
still a surplus in reserve iltocks. 
Receipts of poultry for Christ- 
mas holiday trade were about 
normal. On account of extremely 
cold weather during the holiday 
marketing dates, and difficulties 
xperienced in transportation, 
;on|i4«rable delay o^enrred in
